308. (Previously Presented) The kit of Claim 177 further comprising instructions 
directing that the antibody is to be used to determine the quantity of the cysteinylated albumin 
protein present in a body fluid of an animal in order to diagnose or monitor ischemia. 

309. (Previously Presented) The kit of Claim 177 further comprising instructions 
directing that the antibody is to be used to detemiine the quantity of the cysteinylated albumin 
protein present in a body fluid of an animal in order to diagnose, monitor, or predict multiple 
organ failure. 

310. (Previously Presented) The antibody of Claim 164 which is a monoclonal antibody. 
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311. (Currently Amended) An antigen-binding fragment of an antibody that 
speclflcall y selectively binds to a cysteinylated albumin protein wherein the antigen-binding 
fragment does not detectably bind to the albumin protein in the absence of cysteinylation . 

312. (Withdrawn-CuiTently Amended) An aptamer that spccificall y selectively binds to a 
cysteinylated albumin protein wherein the aptamer does not detectably bind to the albumin 
protein in the absence of cysteinylation . 

313. (Withdrawn-Currently Amended) A kit comprising a container holding an aptamer 
that specificall y selectively binds to a cysteinylated albumin protein wherein the aptamer does 
not detectably bind to the albumin protein in the absence of cysteinylation . 

314. (Withdrawn) The kit of Claim 313 further comprising instructions directing that 
the apatmer is to be used to deteraiine the quantity of the cysteinylated albumin protein present 
in a body fluid of an animal in order to diagnose or monitor inflammation. 

315. (Withdrawn) The kit of Claim 313 further comprising instructions directing that the 
apatmer is to be used to determine the quantity of the cysteinylated albumin protein present in a 
body fluid of an animal in order to diagnose or monitor ischemia in the animal. 

316. (Withdrawn-Currently Amended) The kit of Claim 177 Claim 313 further 
comprising instructions directing that the apatmer is to be used to determine the quantity of the 
cysteinylated albumin protein present in a body fluid of an animal in order to diagnose, monitor, 
or predict multiple organ failure. 

317. (Currently Amended) An isolated antibody that specificall y selectively binds to a 
cysteinylated human albumin protein wherein the antibody does not detectably bind to the 
human albumin protein in the absence of cysteinylation . 

318. (Previously Presented) The antibody of Claim 317 which is a monoclonal antibody. 

319. (Currently Amended) A kit comprising: 

a container holding an isolated antibody that specificall y selectively binds to a 
cysteinylated human albumin protein wherein the antibody does not detectably bind to the 
human albumin protein in the absence of cysteinylation . 
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320. (Previously Presented) The kit of Claim 319 further comprising instructions 
directing that the antibody is to be used to determine the quantity of the cysteinylated human 
albumin protein present in a body fluid of a human in order to diagnose or monitor 
inflammation. 

321. (Previously Presented) The kit of Claim 319 further comprising instructions 
directing that the antibody is to be used to determine the quantity of the cysteinylated human 
albumin protein present in a body fluid of a human in order to diagnose or monitor ischemia. 

322. (Previously Presented) The kit of Claim 319 further comprising instructions 
directing that the antibody is to be used to determine the quantity of the cysteinylated human 
albumin protein present in a body fluid of a human in order to diagnose, monitor, or predict 
multiple organ failure. 

323. (Previously Presented) An antigen-binding fragment of an antibody that 
specificall y selectively binds to a cysteinylated human albumin protein wherein the antigen- 
binding fragment does not detectably bind to the human albumin protein in the absence of 
cysteinylation . 

324. (Withdrawn-Currently Amended) An aptamer that specificall v selectivelv binds to a 
cysteinylated human albumin protein wherein the aptamer does not detectably bind to the human 
albumin protein in the absence of cysteinylation . 

325. (Withdrawn-Currently Amended) A kit comprising a container holding an aptamer 
that specificall y selectively binds to a cysteinylated human albumin protein wherein the aptamer 
does not detectably bind to the human albumin protein in the absence of cysteinylation . 

326. (Withdrawn) The kit of Claim 325 further comprising instructions directing that 
the apatmer is to be used to determine the quantity of the cysteinylated human albumin protein 
present in a body fluid of a human in order to diagnose or monitor inflammation. 

327. (Withdrawn) The kit of Claim 325 further comprising instructions directing that the 
apatmer is to be used to determine the quantity of the cysteinylated human albumin protein 
present in a body fluid of a human in order to diagnose or monitor ischemia in the animal. 
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328. (Withdrawn) The kit of Claim 325 further comprising instructions directing that 
apatmer is to be used to determine the quantity of the cysteinylated human albumin protein 
present in a body fluid of a human in order to diagnose, monitor, or predict multiple organ 
failure. 
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
